Donflict of Arms Between Venenuelans

has taken place between the Venezuelans and 
the English om the frontier of British Guiana. 
The dispute avout the boundary line between 
Venezuela and British Guiana is of long 
standing, and the territory which England 
geems determined to take from the 
Venesuelans is somewhat larger than 
the entire State of New York. 
The British rights. descended’ from the 
Dutch, from whom Great Britain obtained her 
portion of Guiana by the treaty of London in 
3814. At that time the boundary line between 
Guiana and her Western neighbors — then 
Colombia, now Venezuela—was the Essequibo 
River. In 1849, however, a British 
Commissioner made surveys and 
planted forts west of the river, to 
the great indignation of the Republic. 
In reply toa protest the British Government 
denied that the Commissioner’s doings were 
aciaim of dominion. Venesuela has steadily 
refused to accept any boundary but the Es- 
sequibo, yet has offered to leave the matter 
to arbitration—an offer which has been re- 
fused by the English. 


PROMPT VENGEANCE. 


RAMIASGATRA PAYS THE PENALTY FOR THE MADA- 
GASCAR MASSACRE. 

Paris, March %4.—Prompt vengeance has 
fallen upon Ramiasatra, Governor of the 
Province of Belanona, Madagascar, who, ac- 
cording to news received here on March 4, 
massacred 278 persons, including men, 
women and children, belonging to the leading 
families. Dispatches just received 
here state that Ramilasgatra, together 
with his brother, who is supposed to have 
instigated the massacre, have been executed 
on the spot where the wholesale killing took 
place under thecruel Governor's directions. 

The cause of Ramisatra’s sanguinary con- 
duct originated in the fact that he flercely ro- 
sented a petition from the populace addressed 
to the Government asking protection 
from his repeated acts of ocru- 
elty. This so enraged the Gov- 
ernor that he commenced to slaughter 
men, women and children, and continued so 
doing for several days. In many cases the 
agonies of the victims were protracted by the 
Governor’s causing their limbs to be grad- 
ually dismembered, their heads to be slowly 
sawed off, and by subjecting them to other 
actsof torture. During the course of the 
massacre many of the women who were put 
to death were first outraged. In the case of 
all the victims their bodies were thrown to 
the dogs. 

In addition to these atrocities the survivors 
were compelled to erect a trophy composed 
of the heads of the murdered people upon a 
spot near the scene of the butchery. 

The fury of the populace was aroused to 
such an extent by Ramiasatra’s inhuman 
conduct that the Government of Madagascar 
was compelied to take notice of the Gov- 
ernor’s bloodthirstiness and promised to 
investigate the whole affair and to punish the 
offenders if they were found to be guilty. 
This, thanks to the moral pressure brought 
to bear on the Government by foreign resi- 
dents, has actually been done, and Gov. 
Ramasiatra and his equally ferocious brother 
have met the fate which they so richly de- 
served. 


OTHER INTERNATIONAL TROUBLES. 


A STATE OF SIRBGE IN MANICALAND—THE CHIL- 
IAN REVOLUTION. 

Loxpon, March 2.—Intelligence has 
reached here that the Portuguese have de- 
clared a state of siege in Manicaland, South 
Africa, part of which territory is the scene 
of the operations of the British South African 
Co., between which company and the Portu- 
guese authorities there is much hostility. 
It ts believed in official circles here 
that if this reported action of 
the Portuguese is true it will result in a fur- 
ther straining of the relations between Great 
Britain and Portugal. It is stated that the 
purpose of the Portuguese in declaring a 
state of seige is to coerce the English who 
have settled in Manicaiand. . 

THE CHILIAN REVOLUTION. 

Paris, March 24.—The Chilian Legation in 
this city announce that they have received 
information to the effect that the Government 
troops had retired in good order upon Calama, 
with an abundant supply of munitions of 
war and vituals. 

GONE OVER TO THE REBELS. 

Lorpow, March 24.—A report has reached 
here from Buenos Ayres that the Chilian 
Governors of Sultal and Galdera have gone 
over to the revolutionists and that the mas- 
sacre of prisoners is common to both parties 
to the struggle.

ITALY'’S AFRICAN ENTERPRISES—THE SOCIALIST

Rome, March #4.—A profound sensation has 
been created In Italy by the report that 
a French house sent 100,000 Remington cart- 
ridges to King Menelek of Abyssinia, by way 
of Obock. As Italy considers Menelek to be 
under Italian protection this is regarded as 
anact of interference with Italian rights, 
and has not served to hasten the revival of 
friendly relations between France and Italy. 
A good share of Italians, however, would 
like to give up African adventure altogether, 
one of the Roman newspapers saying that,

sity of abandoning the entire enterprise will 
be seen, and there will be only one more re- 
search necessary—namely, to find some one 
yet more foolish than ourselves who will 
take the charge upon their shoulders.’’ | 

THE SOCIALIST SCARE. 

The German scare about Socialists has 
spread to Italy. The police of Leghorn are 
making domiciliary visits, and have already 
arrested 50 Socialists accused of inciting peo- 
ple to hostility toward the Government. The 
arrests are kept up day after day aad have 
already created something of a panic in the 
Tuscan city. 

BISMARCK AND THE EMPEROR. 

BERLIN, March 24.—A Hamburg correspond 
ent says that Prince Bismarck is understood

of William I. and that upon the statements 
made in that publication will 
greatiy depend the future course of the 
chancellor, The Prince ts said to apprehend 
that the book will endeavor to belittie his 
share in the work of founding the German 
Empire.

Handed Down by Judge Thompson of 
the Court of Appeals To-Day—Suit for 


Damages. 


The Court of Appeals this morning handed 
down twenty opinions. Of this number thir. 
teen were from the St. Louis Circuit Court, 
all affirmed save one, and three from the St. 
Louis Court of Criminal Correction. The lat- 
ter cases were appeals of persons convicted 
of selling ‘‘policy’’ tickets, As in one of 
these cases there was ho evidence that ‘pol- 
icy’’ was a game ot nee or lottery, the 
Court of Appeals held that there was not evi- 
denée enough to éonvict the defendant and 
ordered his discharge. In the other cases the 
findings were affirmed. 
FRIEDA AUKE’S CASR. 

Frieda Huke, Whois within a few months 
of her majority, and who has taken to the 
stage chorus for a lVing since her father, 
Wm.

On this point many American 
courts. follow the Eiigiish rule, but some of 
them have departed from it and adopted 
the more humane principle that the 
moral obligation of the father to 
support his infant child is sufficient 
to raise an implied promise to, pay for the 
fecessaries furnished toachild by a stranger. 
1 have looked through our Missouri cases 
without satisfying myself what the state of 
jour law is on this question of the father’s 
liability for necessaries. But the intimations 
of thosé cases are such that we may concede 
that under our law a father is so Mable. 
But he finds ne instance in which such an 
action as this has been maintained, In En- 
gland a statute was enacted tocompel a 
Popish parent to maintain his child, who had 
become a Protestant. Another statute com- 
pelied Jewish parents to maintain their 
Unrtstian children, But there were no such 
provisions in the common law. 
The common law of England has from the 
earliest times left the duty of providing sus- 
tenance for his infant child to tbe natural 
feeling of the parent, and epertenée has 
shown that the confidence has not im general 
been misplaced. If distressing circumsétaaces 
to the contrary sometimes arise the most that 
can be said is that they illustrate a profound 
detect in the common law. The courts can- 
not remedy this defect, for the courts have 
no legislative power. Arguments addressed 
to us upon the reason and humanity of the 
rule which would sustaifi this action are vain. 
They are addressed toa tribunal which has 
no jurisdiction to change the law of the

The present month’s mortality in St. Louis 
has been the heaviest for this season of the 
year in the history of the city, with perhaps 
the single exception of that of March, 1868, 
when cholera carried off a large number of 
people, but a great deal of consolation 
is to be derived from the knowledge 
that our mortality is very light in com- 
parison with that of fiearly every Other large 
city in the country.

HUNTED TO HIS DEATH, 


THE EXPERIENCE OF A WEALTHY ITALIAN PUR- 
SUED BY THE MANIA. 

NEw ORLEANS, March 24.—Mr. T. W. Col- 
Uns of this city relatesathrilling story of 
howa wealthy Italian was pursued by the 
murderous Mafia some years ago and his life 
made miserable by their threats. Mr. Col- 
lins says: 

Giovanni Messina, an Italian outcast and 
native of Catania, Island of Sicily. was a 
conspicuous character in New Orleans prior 
to 1867. He commeénced his career in this city 
by peddling oysters, which he carried ina 
sack on his back and retailed about town. 
The idea was a novel one and Messina made 
some money. Subsequently he be- 
came the originator here of the 
idea of utilizing oyster shelis for paving 
purposes, and it was through him that many 
of the cotton presses of the city were so 
paved. In this and other no less novel 
schemes he soon amassed a fortune, and en- 
joyed the reputation among his own people, 
as wellas of the entire community, of being 
a person of very great wealth. Some time 
during the year 1967 a difficulty occurred be- 
tween Messina and another Italian, resulting 
in the death of the latter, for which Messina 
was tried in the courts and acquitted on the 
plea of self-defense. 

DEADLY THREATS. 

In the beginning of the year 1882, Messina 
came to me and complained of threats that 
had been make against his life in the event of 
his not complying with certain demands for 
money. He was satisfied that these threats 
and demands both emanated from some or- 
ganized society in New Orleans, and he ap- 
peared to be exceedingly apprehensive lest 
the threats should be suddenly carried into 
execution. On Sept. 12, 1882, he called on 
me again. This time he produced a letter 
which he had just received. It was 
written in Italian, signed anonymously, 
and demanded the deposit immediately 
and at the peril of his life of the sum of 
$5,000 on the lot now occupied by the residence 
of Mr. George Denegre, at Lee place, atthe 
corner of St. Charles street. Messina, how- 
ever, although badly frightened, and fully 
realizing the significance of these arbitrary 
demands upon his financial resources, made 
up his mind not to be intimidated into com- 
pliance, and expressed himself as deter- 
mined to make at least a fight for his life and 
property. As evidence of his earnestness in 
the matter he drew from the back of his neck 
a very rusty. looking blunderbuss, and calling 
my attention to the weapon declared that he 
was already partially prepared to meet his 
assailants. At the same time he made an 
appointment to meet me the following 
ing for the purpose of executing his 
and testament. 

DEMANDS FOR MONEY. 

Nix months had scarcely elapsed before I 
received another visit from Messina. He was 
now thoroughly miserable, and complained 
ofincreasing threats against his life and de- 
mands for his money, saying that he was be- 
ing utterly ruined financially by the continual 
drain upon him, and that he had now become 
satisfied that he had made a grievous mistake 
in his estimate of Brisolara. He had traced 
to him the responsibility of many of the 
threats that had been made upon his life, and 
was confident that a great dealof the money 
that had been forced from him was through 
the instrumentality of Brisolari. He was

HOLY WEEK SERVICES. 


Saturday and Baster are Observed. 
The services in all the churches this week 
will be elaborate. Those in the Oatholic 
churches are the most impressive of the year. 
“The Tenebrae will be sung in a number of 
Catholic churches on Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday. At the beginning of the service 
thirteen lighted candles are placed on a tri- 
angular candelabrum andat theendof each 


candle left lighted is hidden at the 8 
corner of the altar, to be brought out again 
at the end of the office. The last candle is 
hidden, not wo oe to signify that 
death could not really obtain dominion over 

Christ, though it ap to do so. The 
clapping atthe end the office symbolizes 
ne consequent upon Obrist’s 

The day after to-morrow is Holy Thursday. 
On this day but one mass can be said at the 
same church, and that mass must be a public 
one. The mass is celebrated in white vest. 
ments, because the institution of the Eu. 
charist is joyfully commemorated, but 
at the same time there are certain signs 
proper to holy week. The belis which ring at 
the Gloria do not sound again till the Gloria 
in the mass of Holy Saturday, the church 0 
turning tothe ancient custom of summoning 
the faithful and attracting their attention by a 
wooden clapper. The celebrant consecrates 
an additional host, which is placed in a 
chalice and borne ina on after mass 
toa place prepared for it.The stripping of the 
altar is followed by the washing of feet. The 
principal priest or prelate of the church, as- 
sisted by a deacon and subdeacon, washes 
the feet of twelve poor men. 

On Good Friday the Passion of Christ is 
commemorated. In the Catholic Church the 
oMiciating clergy appear in black vestments 
and prostrate themselves before the altar, 
which still remains stripped from Thursday’s 
service. The candles are not lighted. After 
a short pause the altar is covered with white 
cloths, and passages of the Old Testament, 
followed by the history of Christ’s passion 
from St. John, are read. Next all men are 
solemnly prayed for. When the pray- 
ers are ended the cross, which up 
to this time has been covered, 
is exposed to view and kissed by the 
clergy and people. The holy § sacfra- 
ment is carried from the chapel where it 
was placed the day before and placed on t 
altar and the candles lighted. The sacrament 
is elevated and adored while the wooden 
clapper is sounded. The present discipline of 
the Catholic Church forbids communion to 
be given on Good Friday, except in cases of 
sickness. 

Holy week ends with next Saturday, the 
services being more joyous on the occasion 
than on any previous day. The services 
begin early in the morning with 
the biessing of the new fire struck 
from the flint. From this fre a candle with 
three stems and placed ona reed is lighted 
and carried up the church by a deacon, who 
three times chants the words, Lumen 
Christi. The same symbolism occurs in the 
blessing of the paschal candle, which is done 
by the deacon, who fixesinit five grains of 
blessed incense in memory or the wounds of 
Christ, and afterwards lights it from the 
candle on the reed. The blessing of the can- 
dle is followed by the twelve 
prophecies, and after they are read 
the priests go in procession to diess 
the font. The waterin the font is scattered 
to the four quarters of the earth to indicate 
the catholicity of the world. The priest 
breathes on the water in the form of @ cross, 
and plunges the paschalcandle three times 
into the water. Communion is omitted. 

Easter Sunday is celebrated by all religious 
denominations as the Feast of the Lord's Res- 
urrection. The celebration of a special 
Paschal, or Easter feast, among Christians 
goes back to the earliest antiquity, though 
it is impossible to determine the date of its 
introduction. Easter is looked upon by the 
Christian world as the ‘‘feast of feasts,’’ the 
greatest of Christian solemnities. It has be- 
come a practice to send greetings on Easter, 
the character of which is known even to 
small children. The church decora- 
tions are of such a character as to indicate 
the great joy of Christians. 

The office of the Tenebraer will be conducted 
on next Wednesday, Thursday and Friday 
evenings at the Annunciation Church. The 
clergy of the church will be assisted by a 
quartet from the Christian Brothers’ College. 
The rendition of the office in that church was 
much admired last year.

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The clothes of the Astor House suicide cer- 
tainly do not indicate that they belon toa 
person Of any means. They are uniformly 
of the poorest and n and 
seemed to have been muc The boots 
were Coarse and tough, and the overcoat of 
the poorest kind, The linen found among 
Ruttinger’s effects which belonged to Wright, 
as is shown by the size, is also of a low grade. 
All the effects would appear to have belonged 
toa on unaccustomed to fine clothes. It 
is di t to understand how a young En- 
glishman of good famhy with $5,000 would 
not dress with more careortaste. . 

Ruttinger’4 clothes were somewhat better, 
but not Ofa very expensive kind. The 
jewelry found among their effects were the 
worn silver watch of the Astor House suicide 
and 4 fob-chain, partly of gold, in Ruttin- 
ger’s bag. The only money they are known 
to have left Was that of Wright—less than $2— 
and 3 they left Mr. Neu's house their 
board a week Was unpaid. | 

Ruttinger, it will be remembered, told Mr. 
Neu that he gave $100 to Wright when he saw 
Wright off for Boston, which made him tem- 
porarily short of cash, This had dwindled to 
a little over $8 at thé end of the next day 
when Wright paid for his room at the Astor 
House, and, if there was any truth in Ruttin- 
ger’s story, it would be interesting to know 
what became ofthe rest of the money, to- 
gether with the bag which Wright is known 
to have taken away. His whereabouts on the 
night of Feb, 11s also to be accounted for.

THE STORY OF THE NEW HAMPSHIRE SUSPECT 
AS IT BBACHES THE HUB, 


Bosrox, Mass., March 24.—A Globe Special 
from Rochester, N. H., says that evidence 
appears to be strong that Wm. Wright, I the 
supposed murderer Of Carl Ruttinger at Tot - 
tenville, Staten Island, is alive and has re- 
cently been stopping at ester under the 
name of James Gail Hamiltof Allan. Accord - 
ing to the Globe story, on Feb. 2% a man closely 
answering Wright’s description applied at 
the house of John Trickey for board, saying 
he had just arrived that morning at Port- 
land, on the steamer Scandinavian from 
Scotland. He knew nothing of American cus- 
toms, and did not wish to go to a hotel. 
He said he Wasin this country representing 
the interests of his brother, who was an im- 
porter of chemicals from Germany. He had 
no baggage, but Was well dressed in a sack 
suit. Mr. Trickey took himin and assigned 
him to a room with a young man named 
James Gilliland, For three days he did not 
go out of doors, and he emed anxious to 
see New York and Boston papers. He acted 
strangely and was apparently laboring under 
great mental excitement. ‘‘One evening, 
said Mr. Trickey, ‘‘Allan sat in the parior, 
and my 3-year-old boy was beside him. I no- 
ticed he was tying his hands behind him with 
a piece of cord, and when he had done so 
and the little fellow was struggling I remon- 
Strated, and in excusing his action Allah 
said he was doing. it to see what the move- 
ments of the muscles were when a person 
thus tied was trying to free himself. Rut- 
tinger, when found on a Staten Island shore 
murdered, had his arms bound behind him. 

‘*When a fortnight had passed, during which 
time Allan had scarcely deen out of the 
house except to go to the post-office at night, 
Mr. Trickey asked him to pay his board. 
Allan promised to do so later and showed some 
English money which he explained he did not 
want to get converted into American money 
at Rochester owing to the great sacrifice.in 
exchange he would have to make. The same 
night, however, he left the house and has 
never returned. He was traced to the 
Phoenix House, Milton, Where he stayed 
three days, and was last seen on the road to 
Farmington. He carried a beautiful gold 
watch and was certaimly well provided with 
English funds. His room-mate, Gun 
land, stated that Allan frequently talked 
in his sleep, crying: ‘Oh, why did 
Idoit?’ Incoherent words Created the im- 

ression that he had something on his mind. 

conversation Allan one day told him he 
was never in am other part of the United 
States, and the next day he told of experi- 
ences in New York City, which proved con- 
clusively that he had been in that city. On 
the day he and Allan rode past Nutterswoods 
where the Sawtell murder was committed 
and Allan appeared very nervous when the 
place was pointed out to him. He said it was 
horrible the way Americans hang persons 
suspected of murder on circumstantial evi- 
dence alone; in Scotland direct evidence was 
necessary for conviction. A singular fact 
is that Allan was familiar with the Sawtell 
case to an extent that would have been im- 
possible in a stranger who had just landed in 


this country.

Its Latest Move to Work the Public for 
Profit. |

HOW THE COMBINE 0 TO. GET 
AROUND THE NRW TARIFF. 

The Price Agreed to Take Effect on Aprill 
—Immense Sales for April Delivery— 
The Plan by Which ItIs Now Proposed 
to Secure the Drawback From the Gov- 
ernment. , | 


New York, March 4.—It looks very much 
as though the sugar barons were actually in 
danger of losing some monsy. This, says 
A Writer in thé Herald, isan unusual outlook 
tor the trust-banded philanthropists and it ts 
seriously annoying them. They have not, 
however, abandoned hope of avoiding the 
calamity, and, it is said, are getting im con- 
siderable nne work of the self - protective 
sort. Heretofore they have oper- 
ated on what may be termed 
a ‘‘sure thing’’ basis, and all the world 
Knows how they have waxed fat as a result, 
and how the saccharine tooth ofthe great and 
defenseless public has been worked“ by 
them for all that it was worth. But a some- 


what serious loss now threatens them sure 


enough. A brief review of recent develop- 
ments in the sugar trade is essential toa 
statement of the trust’s troubles, and the 
methods now being employed to protect com- 
dine interests. 

WHAT CONSUMERS OUGHT TO GBT. 

The new sugar tariff goes into effect on 
April 1; on that date the price of granulated 
sugar will abruptly go down to 4% cénts per 
pound. To-day the price is 6½ cents. This 
assured and clearly defined change in whole. 
sale price will justly call for a reduction of 1% 
cents on every pound of sugar in this coun- 
try—a reduction which the consumer is hon- 
estly entitled tein full. The refineries have 
to a great extent prepared for 
this sharp shrinkage in values. 
For some time after the passage of the 
tari® {and the virtual establish- 
ment of the fact that the refined sugars 
should materially chea pen, the trust would 
make no declaration of prices for April, but 
finally through the action of certain Philadel- 
phia makers 4% cents was agreed upon by the 
combine as the price to go into effect under 
the new tariff! on April 1. This alone devel- 
oped the liveliest kind of demand, and it is 
estimated by well informed men that already 
over one million barrels of refined 
sugar have been sold for April de- 
livery. The production and distribution 
of this vast amount of stock has been 
facilitated in évery way by the Govérnment. 
By special dispensation the refiners have 
been allowed to” ‘‘bond’’ their warehouses 
and carry on the refining process, as it were, 
under Government seal. Furthermore, the 
refined product has been shipped in bonded 
cars to all parts of the country to be deliv- 
ered to purchasers on April 1. The refiners 
have manufactured this April stock from raw 
sugars bought at 8 and 8% cents a pound, and 
are sald to be reasonably well satisfied with 
the profit assured in its sale at Ge, 
But here lies their difficulty. They 
greatly over-estimated the March demand 
and now find themselves overloaded with 
sugars manufactured of duty paying raw 
material. If this stock is carried beyond 
April 1 the loss to the refiner will amount to 
considerably Over 1 per cent per pound, or an 
aggregate loss to the combine of possibly 
close to half a million dollars. For two weeks 
past the energies of the trust have been 
bent to the task of closing out these March 
sugars at March prices. How they have 
operatedinthe matter forms a new and de- 
cidedly interesting chapter in trust his- 
tory, although it probably will not serve to 
materially alter public opinion with reference 
to the combine. 

THE TRUST’S FIRST MOVE. 


I found the sugar men ready to talk, and 
from well informed dealers yesterday secured 
a detailed account of all that has 
recently in this connection. It seems that 
when the excessive supply of March sugars 
was discovered the first move on the part of 
the trust was to work up a little scheme on 
the local grocery jobbers. This they did by 
selling granulated at 6% cents on the positive 
assurance, it is claimed, that no lower rate 
would be fixed at any time during the month, 
and furthermore, that as the 
sale of stock made from the 
dutiable raw material Was nearly over 
prices at the last would surely be advanced 
to 7 cents, The jobbers swallowed the bait and 
in one day absorbed a volume of stock. They 
piled up their warehouses and felt as though 
@ reasonably good stroke of business had 
been accomplished. The following day, how- 
ever, their sentiments underwent a marked 
change, when thousands of barrels were of- 
fered at 6% cents. This, as a matter of Course, 
made the jobbers very angry and virtually 
estimated local distribution. Since then job- 
bers have been buying from each other and 
earnestly anathematizing the combine. 

The next move of the trust—as generally 
alleged by the trade—was a conspicuously 
brilliant one. It is of special interest just at 
present, from the fact thatitis as yet but 
half accomplished. As outlined by 
informed sugar men the move seems 
nothing short of a Geliberate plan to

THE FIRST TRAIN RUN OVER THE MER- 
CHANTS’ TERMINAL TO-DAY. 


The Completion of the Great Work Cecele- 
brated by an Excursion—A Large and 
Jolly Crowd Make the Trial Trip~-A 
Gigantic Enterprise. 


At 2 o'clock this afternoon engine No. 16 of 
the Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal Railway 
Oo., drawing eight passenger coaches, pulled 
out from Eighth and Gratiot streets on a 
memorable journey. Engineer John Halvey 
stood at the throttle valve of the locomotive, 
Conductor Wm. Shea was in charge 
of the entire train, the engine 
was eiaborately decorated with flags and 
bunting, and filling the coaches was one of 
the most distinguished and representative 
gatherings of St. Louisans that has been 
noted for years. It comprised as hosts of the 
occasion the officers and stockholders of the 
company, as guests the officers of the city 
government, the Municipal Assembly, a large 
delegation from the Merchants’ Exchange, 
and many other prominent gentlemen inter- 
ested in the growth and prosper- 
ity of the city. The excursion 
party in its completeness numbered 
some two hundred people, and the affair was 
under the direct charge of President C. O. 
Rainwater of the Merchants’ Bridge 4 
Terminal Rallway Oo. and Oongressman 8. 
W. Cobb, President of the Merchants’ Bridge 
Oo., the two great twin corporations so ably 
representing St. Louis capital and enter- 
prise. As the holiday train began its jour- 
ney, a cheer broke forth down the long line 
of coaches and the excursion was heralded 
All along the route by similar demonstra- 
tions. The train moving slowly over the 
tracks, the effect was thus heightened, and 
it was apparent that the affair was one of 
far more than ordinary local interest. 


THE FIRGT TRIP. 
This was undoubtedly the case, as the 
t special was the triumphal train bearing 
te notable freight to the celebration of the 
completion of the elevated road ot 
the Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal Rail- 
way Co. connecting the Mer - 
chants’ Bridge with the Union Depot. Two 
yearsago, in February, 1890, to be exact, 
work was first begun under the char- 
ter of the Merchants’ Bridge & 
Terminal Railway 00. In May, 1890, 
the foundations of the Merchants’ 
Bridge were laid, and it is in the interval be- 
tween that and the present time 
that the gigantic work has been com- 
pleted. This work represents the building of 
the bridge approaches on both sides of the 
river, the completion of the bridge structure 
iteelf, the laying of surface tracks on the 
eastern and western sides, and the construc- 
tion of the elevated line Gontaining 1% mile 
of ble track structure, all of the 
most complete and modern description, 
In the construction of the elevated road alone 
there was used between 10,000,000 and 
11,000,000 pounds of steel, and the building of 
the various divisions, the securing of the 
right of way, etc., représent an added out- 
lay of $1,200,000. In addition to this the com- 
pany has finished its main tracks, its yards 
on both sides of the Mississippi, the round. 
houses and machinée-shops at Madison, III., 
purchased about $8,000,000 worth of real es- 
tate for right of way and for passenger and 
freight terminal facilities, and owns its roll- 
ing stock, consisting of eigut large engines 
with a full complement of freight and passen - 
ger cars.

An élaborate lunch- 
eon, spread by the proprietors of the Bud- 
weiser restaurant, Sixth and Locust streets, 
awaited the arrival of the distinguished 
party, and they were escorted to the tables 
by the Merchants’ Bridge officers. The affair 
was strictly informal, there being no regular 
toasts or speeches, but there was, never- 
theless, a considerable amount of im- 
promptu congratulations taking the form 
of post- prandial remarks. Arrangements had 
been made for the return of the special train 
atéo’clock. There was no hitch in the pro- 
gramme, every feature being carried out per:

President Harrison Will Prosecute Mar- 
tin for His Escapade. 


SUGGESTIVE FIGURES SHOWING WHERE

w YORK, March 24.—A special to the Fer- 
from Washington says President Harrison 
has decided that Senator Vance’s stepson, 
Harry Martin, shall be made to pay the pen- 
alty of his escapake in breaking into the 
White House and alarming the household on 
Saturday night. The President arrived at 
this determination after some of the 
details of young Martin’s spree before reach- 
ing the White House. The President was 
told that last Saturday night Martin wasa 
guest at a dinner given at a fashionable res- 
taurant, and having a row with his host 
suddenly arose from the table and started for 
the White House with the intention, as he 
announced it, to do“ Ben Harrison. This 
information, which was communicated to the 
President to-day, made himvery angry. He 
wis the more incensed when he learned that 
two other drunken men, profiting by Mar- 
tin’s behavior, had presented themselves at 
the White House to-day and noisily demanded 

admission. 

When Harry Martin’s case was called in the 
Police Oourt to-day Mr. Dubers,the White 
House attache who arrested him, appeared 
with Mr. Armes, the Assistant United States 
Attorney for the District of Columbia, and at 
the instance of the attorney swore out a war- 
rant charging that John Harry Martin did 
then and there feloniously break and enter 
into the Executive Mansion, a public build- 
ing, in the night time with the intention and 
there to commit a misdemeanor.’’

AMERICAN MEATS. 


SENATOR PADDOCK’S VIEWS ON THE PROPOSED 
POLICY OF RETALIATION. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2.—Senator 
Paddock, who has been spending several days 
in New York, arrived here lastevening. In 
response to an inquiry regarding the report 
that the Government was contemplating re- 
taliation upon Germany asa result of the re- 
fusal of the German Empire to remove the 
prohibition on American meat products, the 
Sepator said: ‘‘The report that President 
Harrison has stated to me the intention of 
the Administration to retaliate upon Ger- 
many for the cause named, is not true. Idow- 
ever, I have good reason to believe that if 
the unjust discrimination against American 
‘pork and other American products is not re- 
moved our Government will take prompt 
measures under the act of Aug. 20, 1880, to re- 
taliate by excluding certain German imports 
from this country. The cabled interview with 
Secretary of State Von Boetticher, in which 
he stated that Germany would not remove 
the prohibition against American pork on ac- 
count ofthe insufficiency of the inspecting 
laws of the United States, makes it plainly 
apparent that the German law Is maliciously 
unjust, and passed not to protect the health 
of German subjects but absolutely to prevent 
competition on the part of the American 
corn-fed hog with the razor-back swine of 
the German Empire. No coun: 

in the world has to-day 
such rigid meat inspection laws as 
the United States. Immediately upon learning 
of the cabled statement of thesGerman Secre- 
tary of State, I called upon the Secretary of 
Agriculture inmy capacity as Chairman of

PRODUCTS OF THE STATES. 


INTERESTING FIGURES GATHERED FROM THE 
RECORDS OF THE CENSUS OFFICE. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., March #4.—According 
to a bulletin from the Census Office the coal 
product of the States and Territories west of 
the Mississippi River in 1889 was 16,067,500 
tons against 4,584,324 tons in 1879. The total 
valus of the output in 1889, estimated at $1.52 
perton at the mines, was $24,413,262. The 
price ofcoal has gone down considerably, 
as in 1879 it sold at the mines 
at $1.98 per ton. In 1889 there 
were 5669 regular mining establishments west 
of the Mississippi River and 1,326 country 
banksand local mines. The aggregate of 
wages paid was $17,156,395, and the number 
of persons employed is given at 36,165. Of the 
whole product, 10,051,229 tons were mined in 
the Transmississippi Valley, 4,836,368 in the 
Rocky Mountain region and 1,179,908 on the 
Pacific Coast. The value per ton of the Trans- 
mississippi product wasj$1.42; the RockyMoun- 
tain region, $1.55, and the Pacific Coast re- 
gion, $2.25. 

Missouri’s total product during the year 
1889 is reported to have been 2,567,823 tons, 
valued at the mines at $3,478,058 There were 
6,739 employes, and $2,546,812 was paid in 
Wages. During the census year 1880 the total 
product from thirty-five counties was 844,304 
short tons, valued at $1,464,425, furnishing 
employment to 2,599 persons, to whom $642,772 
was paid in wages. 

Coal is found in thirty-nine counties in Mis- 
souri, the principal developments being in 
Adair, Audrain, Barton, Bates, Caldwell, 
Callaway, Grundy, Henry, Johnson, Lafay- 
ette. Macon, Montgomery, Putnam, Ran- 
dolph, Ray and Vernon Counties. The char- 
acter of the coal is semi-bituminous, and is 
adapted for steam and heating purposes as 
well as for smithing. Deposits of cannel coal 
are found in Moniteau and Cooper Counties. 


DETENTION OF FUGITIVES. 


RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF UNITED 
STATES OFFICIALS IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.—The Depart- 
ment of State has issued a bulletin in regard 
to the provisional detention of fugitives from 
justice in Great Britain, of which the follow- 


ing is a copy.

In Great Britain a provisional warrant of arrest of a 
fugitive from justice may be obtained from a judicial 
magistrate but it is required that the application 
for the warrant shail have.the sanction of 
the foreign Government. When therefore the Lon- 
don police receive such atelegram as has been de- 
scribed they at onee apply, to the Minister of the 
United States to ascer whether he will author- 
ize rA. before a magistrate to be taken. Min- 
isters of the United States are not authorized to * 

uest or to 4—.— requests for the arrest of fu 

ves from justice without the instructions oft is 
department. When, therefore, the Minister of the 
United States in London is asked to sanction a com- 
pe before a magistrate based upon a request 
y police authorities or detective agencies in this 
country, he is obliged to refuse. 

The proper course in such a case is for the authori- 
ties of the particulsr district in which the offense 
was committed to apply to the Governor of the State 
in which such district is situated, through whom the 
application for the intervention of the United States 
or of its representatives must come. The oni 
ception to this rule is the city and cou x4 of New 
York, the Prosecuting Attorney of which is per- 
mitted to apply for provesromas detention directly to

| ANOTHER BANK GONE. 


SENSATION PRODUCED BY THE CLOSING 
P OF THE WASHINGTON NATIONAL. 


A Director Makes Serious Oharges 
Against the Management—Gross In- 
competency Alleged—What an Inspeo- 

tion of the Books Will Disclose. 


New York, March 24.—Following right 6n 
the heels of the conviction of Simons and 
Olaasen, the wreckers of the Sixth Avenue 
Bank, the news of the closing ot the Wash- 
ington National Bank gave Wall street a 
sensation at the close of business yesterday. 
When the facts all come out the sensation is 
likely to be much increased. Director 
Tilghman yesterday in a statement 
blamed severely Mr. Sherman for his man- 
agement, for the troubles were said to be due 
to unsecured loans tothree men. This morn- 
ing Mr. Tilghman gave the names of two of 
these men and then gave Mr. Sherman sucha 
scoring as the latter will probably not forget. 
**Some of the directors,’’ Mr. Tilghman said, 
do not think that my condemnation of Mr. 
Sherman’s methods was strong enough. 
Such incompetency in the management 
of a financial institution is unheard of.“ 
Mr. Tilghman then gave the story of the dim - 
culties, starting with the statement that Mr. 
John S. Silver, formerly a trustee of the de- 


the depositors with whom the bank was in 
trouble. Said he: ‘‘Mr. Silver was accus- 
tomed to come here with drafts on out of 
town banks, which would be received by 
order of the President as cash and placed to 
his credit. As an example one of these was 
for $5,000 on a bank in Colorado Springs. 
Silver would draw against this money. 
in the meantime the drafts would be sent to 
our correspondents with instructions if they 
went to protest to push the matter, and in 
that case to hold them subject to our order. 
So in many cases they could be held indefi- 
nitely. It would look as though it was 
known that they would be protested. The 
aggregate of these drafts of Silver’s is $51,000. 
But there is more. On the 12th of March I 
came in on my own responsibility to look over 
the books and see how many ‘beats’ 
we had as depositors. On the 
18th I found Silver’s name with 
a balance to his credit of $61.62. 
Immediately I gave orders to the paying tell- 
er not to pay any of his checks. His answer 
was that he had just certified Silver’s check 
for $11,500. I inquired further and found that 
Silver had deposited an uncertified check for 
the amount on the Third National Bank. To 
anticipate a little, that was paid. I went to 
Sherman and took him to task 
and he said it would 
The next day, Thursday, I was 
further informed by the paying teller that he 
had on Mr. Sherman’s orders certified silver 
checks for $25,000. He said that a deposit of 
an uncertified check on the Third National 
had been made. Then I rounded up the ro- 
ceiving teller for taking such a check, and he 
said it was Mr. Sherman’sorders. Thischeck 
was paid to the amount of $12,000, leav- 
ing $18,000 deficit. Then I went to 
the President. I am told that 1 
danced around him. I was angry. I 
told him I should lay it before the directors, 
who were to meet In a few moments. He 
begged me not to do It, saying it would be all 
right. Tes, said I, but you might do the 
same thing for $50,000 to-morrow.’ I did tell 
the directors and was put in supreme charge. 
With some reluctance Mr. Tilghman gave as 
another depositor to whom immense loans 
have been made in the name of Capt. F. 8. 
Norton, who lately went away in his life- 
boat. Mr. Sherman said Tilghman loaned 
Capt. Norton $10,000 on stock of his company, 
which is now absolutely worthless. 

With grim humor Tilghman said that as Capt. 
Norton was out of town he did not think it 
would do any harm to give his name. Norton 
is belleved to have been drowned. The third 
depositor lives in town, Mr. Tilghman re- 
fused to give his name, but said he owed the 
bank $42,000, of which only $7,000 was secured. 
No business was being done at the bank to- 
day. A big crowd of depositors was in the, 
office doing little but talking. Mr. Tilghman 
will not advise making up the impairment. 
He is thoroughly disgusted with things.

ENTERPRISING SPECULATORS DRIVEN 


BEYOND THE CITY LINE. 


Acre Plots Inside the City Boundary Hav- 
ing Been Exhausted, De- 


Operators.Are 
veloping New Fields in the Suburbse— 


Sales of the Day. 


The scarcity of acre property within the 
city limits is forcing operators out into the 
suburbs, where several lines of rapid transit 
are projected for the development of resi- 
dence sites in St. Louis County. People who 
are not actively engaged in the real estate 
business have no idea ofthe vast aggregate 
of vacant land inside the city boundary 
which was sold last year. Speculators 
have bought nearly all of it, 
or at least the desirable portions of every 
section penetrated by rapid transit umes. 
Many of the large purchases have been sub- 
divided, improved with paved streets, water, 
gas, sewers and good sidewalks and the 
places that were common fields two years 
ago are built up compactly to-day with a 
fine class of Gwellings. ‘Other places less 
favored have not made such rapid progress 
in the sale of lots or in building 
improvements, but having less 
competition than formerly to contend against 
the sites are selling more briskly than here- 
tofore and values are being increased by the 
construction of new dwellings of brick and 
stone. Again, there are other subdivisions of 
many acres in extent which are yet in the 
hands of contractors who have been engaged 
to grade the property and provide it with a 
system of public improvement ready for sele 
in small lots during the coming season. 
In this way large tracts of ground 
have been bought up and sold out in 
small parcels to present occupants of pretty 
bullamgs. In a few of the improved sub- 
divisions there are yet some desirable lots for 
sale, but the choice acre plots, adapted for 
speculative operations, have pretty well dis- 
appeared from the city map. It willbe found 
upon investigation that, with rare excep- 
tions, there is no acre property to be hadat 
the market price convenient to electric or 
cable lines anywhere within the city 
limits. This cohdition of affairs is driving 
real estate operators into new territory. 
They are looking to the northwestern section 
where rapid transit lines have not yet 
reached. The southwest is well provided 
with a cable and electric roads. Allalong the 
Missouri Pacific and the Frisco railways 
farm after farm, for a distance of thirteen 
miles west has fallen into the grasp of 
‘speculators who have sold lots to 
thousands of people now residing 
in that direction upon their own 
property. Directly west of the center of the 
city, as far out as Clayton, speculators have 
anticipated values to be enhanced by rapid 
transit lines. There are no electric roads out 
that way yet, but real estate operators have 
bought up hundreds of acres of land between 
here and the county seat, and have plans well 
under way for the development 
of that part of the suburbs. Owners of 
property located west of the city, between 
Page avenue on the north and Olive street on 
the south, are pooling their interests as far 
out as the Hanley road for the improvement 
of that section of St. Louis County. The St. 
Charies Rock road is to have an electric line 
forsome distance westto benefit the pur- 
chasers of farms who bought last year with 
a view to converting the lands into 
suburban residence sites. These projected 
enterprises have forced the real 
estate speculation into a new and more 
promising field along the Nataral Bridge 
road, where land is yet comparatively low in 
price, and purchasable in large bodies. From 
the Natural Bridge road on the north to 
Easton avenue on the south, inside the city 
limitsand for miles out into the country, 
there is no prettier rolling or more healthful 
residence suburbs to be found around any 
city. All this is practically undeveloped 
territory, but it will not remain 
so very long. An electric line, a branch of 
the Cass avenue street car system, will most 
likely be builtout Mafitt avenue within a 
year, as that enterprise is now being in- 
augurated. Along the Natural Bridge road 
out to Goodfellow avenue it is proposed to 
extend the Northern Central line when that 
road is changed to an electric system, and in 
view of that road being built in the near 
future another is projected. 

Last Monday Messrs. 8. P. Gordon, James 
W. Gordon, Perry A. Gordon and others pre- 
sented a petition tothe County Court for a 
franchise to build a street railroad along the 
Natural Bridge road from the city limits to 
the bank ofthe Missouri River, opposite St. 
Charles, the motive power to be steam, cable 
or electricity, and the fare to be 4 cents per 
mile. The work is to be commenced within 
one year and the road in running order inside 
of two years. This road will opena large dis- 
trict for suburban homes, passing through 
Normandy and Bridgeton. 

UNION AVENUE BOULEVARD. 

A petition to the Municipal Assembly for 
the full improvement of Union avenue from 
Forest Park to Chamberlain Park is now 
being circulated by Mr. Ernst Belland is re- 
ceiving the signatures nerally of parties 
interested along the roufe between the points 
named. The petition contemplates the full 
improvement of Union avenue on 
the same plan provided for in 
the bill recently passed by the Municipal As- 
sembly forthe improvement of Delmar av- 
enue from King’s highway west tothe city 
limits. Whenthat work has been done De)- 
mor avenue will be equally if not more at- 
tractive than Lindell avenue, for in addition 
to the Telford roadway, granitoid walks and 
gutters, it will have a green lawn 
with ornamental shrubbery down 
the center between the two elec- 
tric railway tracks of the Lindell Railway Co. 
Union avenue, between Forest and Chamber- 
lain parks, is even now a very popular drive, 
and when made intoa handsome boulevard, 
as intended, it will be much more greatly fa- 
vored. The benefits which will accrue to 
abbutting property will be equally great. 
Property owners appreciate the  pros- 
pect for enhancing the value of their 
ground and they are co-operating with 
each other to secure the improvements, well 
knowing that residence sites upon such a 
popular boulevard will be in demand at much 
higher prices than what the lots can now be 
sold for.

Programme of the Dedication Ceremonies 


in October, 1892. 

Curcako, III., March 24.—The Committee on 
Ceremonies has made public an abstract of 
the voluminous report on the arranged pro- 
gramme for the dedication ceremoniés in 
October, 1892. The opening ceremony will be 
a grand military display, Tuesday, Oct. 11. 
In this 10,000 troops of the National Guard and 
several regiments and batteries of United 
States regulars will participate. On the 
evening of this day it. is proposed to give a 
series of tableaux representing salient histor- 
cts in the life of Columbus. 

Wednesday will be the main day of the ded 
ieation ceremonies and will be ushered in by 
a national salute of forty-eight battery vol- 
leys fired by all the batteries in attendance. 

At 10 o’clock the troops will form and escort 
the President of the United States, the dip- 
lomatic corps and distinguished foreigners to

After the forty-eight States, represented by 
their Governors and staff, have followed, the 
programme of dedication exercises will be 
given. Inthe evening there will be a contin- 
vation of tableaux representing historical 
events in American history.

There will also be a grand dedication ball in 
the evening.

given out everything they have. The bank- 
ers are furnishing seed grain to the farmers 
and taking contracts that they are to be given 
one-third of the crop when it ripens. The 
Commissioners will distribute about 20,000 
bushels of wheat, paying from 85 cents to $1 
per bushel for it.
